During 
theshurricane on Tuesday’ night slic was riding 
at anchor, with steam up, but was driven ashore 
among the rocks, The crew were rescued 
under difficulties by the transport City of 
Caméridge, with the exception of onc man, who 
as drowned. . Captain Williams was ashoré 
at the time of the disaster, and the cruiser was 
in "charge of the navigating. officer. ‘The 
weather along the coast has been very heary 
te y. 
Tt as stated, says a telegram from Reuter's 
Gape Town correspondent, that the Sydr//e ran 
ashore while attempting to secure safer moor- 
ings in Saldanha Bay during.a'yale on Wednes- 
day night, She became jammed-in the rocks, 
tearing two holes in her bottom. The crew of
